for tblrty-five years, owing to cheap 
manufacturing proceeaee, and few now 
aave It. It does not burn easily In large 
quantities, and wttb the vast Increase 
. In the number and size of newspapers 
and the reckless use of paper In other 
ways, the quantity entering the average 
household hae become very large. Tbe 
scavenger Is now supposed to remove 
this at certain times, but there are quan¬ 
tities wblob never reaoh him, and any 
morning the streets are littered with 
paper waste. Men have been employed 
In the city’s centre to pick up this waste, 
"but It Is an almost hopeless task, and 
exceedingly ooetiy. 

Now, nobody wants any woman ar¬ 
rested for dropplog paper la the streets 
end parks, but something must be done 
to stop this carelessness and ooetiy 
nuieauoe. The police, of course, oan'do 
much, and they should be required to 
regulate the matter as far es practica¬ 
ble. Boxes for paper should be placed 
at frequeot Intervals, and the removal 
of unavoidable waste attended to by an 
organized body of men; but tbe big 
work of the reform must be done by 
citizens themselves, without aid from 
tbe authorities. Every householder 
and every office Janltbr, and all tadl- 
vldaals Interested It dean streets 
and an attractive city, should join In 
preventing tbe nuleanoe. If It oomes to j 
be understood that to throw a paper into 
tbe etrbet or a park Is a wrong aot, 
something which entails annoyance and 
ooets tbe people a good deal to remedv, | 
there will be no great difficulty In ending 
the offense.— Newark Sunday Call.
